Fnblif^ School Amendment 
Act. 

Inaflmucli as the bill passoil tlirougli 
Cominittoo on Thursday evouiug nuikos 
sovoral important changes in .the Public 
School syatom, a glance at its chief pi-o- 
visiouH may not prove uninteroatiiig to 
t'ui general reader. It empowers the 
TrusitJOs of any School District from time 
to time to make I}y-La\V3 for the follow- 
ing purpoaea (such By-lawa to ba ajiprov- 
• ed of by tho Suporintondont of EJuca- 
■' 'ti6n)j-^(l) Beqmring parents or guar- 
dians of onildron of such age, not less 
than seven nor more than fourteen years, 
aa may bo fixed by By-laws, to cause 
suohchildren (unless there is some roason- 
ableexousa) to attend school; (2.) Detor- 
mibiing tho time during which such 
children are so to attend school; Imposing 
i penalties upon parents or guardians for 
tho breach of any By-law; Itovoking or 
altering any By-Law previously made. 
Any of tho following reasons shall con- 
stitute a reasonable excnso: — (1.) That 
tho child is under instruction in some 
othor numnor, satisfactory to tho Board of 
Trustees; (2.) That the child has been 
prevented from attending school by sick- 
ness or any iinavoidablo causo; (3. ) That 
there is no Public School open which tho 
child can attend within such distance in it 
oxcosding three miles, nieiisun>d ac.'onl- 
ing to tlie nourest jiassablo road from tlu! 
residence of .such child; (-1.) That such 
child has readied a standard of education 
of the same or of a greater degree than 
that to be attained in snch public school. 
The bill also empowers tho Trustees to 
select and appoint (from amongst those 
persons [jroperly qualified) a tenclier or 
teachers, and to remove or dismiss the 
same. I'rovision ii also mndo in tho bill 
for enforcing and recovoriug a i)enalty 
not exceeding five dollars for a first and 
ten dollars for a second breacii of any 
By-Law passed in pursuance of tho powers 
herein conferred. It will have bocn ob- 
served that the first object of ilio bill is to 
enforce attendance upon tho Public 
Schools, under certain conditions; and 
these conditions arc so arranged that there 
seems no probability of any groat hard- 
ship arising. In tho first place, it is left 
to the local Trustees, annually chosen by 
parents, to say whether there shall be 
compulsion, and under what conditions 
it shall take phK^o. We are free to cnnfess 
that, in the present circumstances of tho 
country a provision in general and arbi- 
trary terms making attendance com]nil- 
sory -would involve great hardship in 
many instances; but wo must congratu- 
late the Henior member for Esqnimalt 
upon hi9 success in so applying the 
principle of compnluory education 
as to conlino its operations to cases 
only deserving »r requiring such a 
remedy. As the matter now stands the 
Trustees in each District will have the 
the power to compel attendance wherever 
and whenever (within certain reasonable 
limits) it may be deemed just and desira- | 
bio. Should this power be wisolr oxorcis- i 
ed, we have no doubt it will l)o found j 
to answer admirably. Tho second object 
of the measare is to take certain powers | 
away from the central Board and give | 
thoin to tho local Boards. Tho ])ower of 
selecting, engaging and dismisKing, 
teachers is absolutely concodod to locid 
Trustees. The j)ovver to dismiss was 
qualified by tho words "with tho sanction 
of a majority of the Board of Education;" 
but these words were struck out in Com- 
mittee. We are not qnito sure that it was 
wise to strike out these words. As tho 
matter now atands, two Tnistces liavQ tlie 
absolute j)Owor to dismiys any ti-aclic/, 
reason or none, and the teacher so iiis- 
missed is loft without tho right of appeal, 
has no redress. Of course, it is always 
pleasanter to assume that Trustees will 
do what is perfectly right; but we all know 
how possible it is for injnstico to bo done 
under such a jirovisioii as this. And we 
must look beyond tho wrong donp to the 
individual teacher. Look at the inevita- 
ble influence upon the profession. If we 
would have free state education succeed, 
the standard of the profession must bo 
kept up. This provision is, we coutoml, 
calculated to lower it. 

It atl'ords ns pleasure to add that, since 
the above was written the bill has been 
re-comniitted, and the words the removal 
of which we regretted have been restored. 



P. W. and D D. and I. Bill 

It will bo remembered that the senior 
member for Victoria City introduced a 
bill tho object of whicli was to extend 
the powers given under tho Public Works 
bill of last session and to mako i)rovision 
for dyking, draining and irrigation. The 
nioasura was referred to a Select Commit- 
tee, That Coininitt<>o reported last week. 
The report rocommends dividing tlie bill 
into two, tho former part l)oing a Public 
Works bill, and the latter a drainage, 
dyking and irrigation bill, [n rcsjjcct to 
tho latter the following are tho recum- 
Jnendations of the Cominittoo : 

That wliero the land is wholly owned 
by jirivato partie.i, dyking and drniiiago 
may bo managed by the appointment of 
Commissioners elected by two-thirds of 
tho land owners iiitnrnstocl, with power to 
assess and collect enough to build and 
rcjiair dykes aiKl drains, Ac. 

That where oiio-tliird or lean of any 
land is owned by the (iovcriiinent, tho 
Government may appoint ouo Coininis- 
siooer to act withCommissionorsappoinl- 
ed by tho owncr.s of tho remaining two- 
thinisof tho land; and such (;omiiiissioii- 
cri shall manage tho l)iiildinj,' iuid repair 
of dykes ami drains, and have power to 
assess and collect munoy for tho same. 

Whore, as iu tlio two hiht luontioned 
Sections, the voluntary' 2)rinciplo of dyk- 
ing and dr*iinage obtains, and the owners 
' of land to be dyked and drained rdiso one- 
third oi tho money necessary for dyking 
and draining tho same, the (lovoi-noi- in 
Council may giiaraiUoe, if ho thinks it to 
bo advisablo, tho interest on tho remain- 
ing two-thirds of tho inonoy, and, in ca.so 
of default on the part of tho land owners 
ii^ ^paying the interest, tho Governor in 
Couiicil to have power to assess and col- 
lect from tho land a suflioicnt hiuii (o 
meet tho interest, >tc. 

Government to take lands to dylte nnd 
.drain (where the land is wholly, or near- 
ly so, owned by tho Govoinment) in man- 
ner described in Dyking and Drainage, 
and Irrigation Bill referred to Committee. 

Government' to havA power to grant 
lands to persons or companies as a bonus 
for dyliing or draining, and irrigating tho 
(lame. 

To pro vide poxr er to pass drains tbrougb 



a neighbor'^ land, although objection has 
been inado by the latter." 

The bill, aa originally iiitroduceil, was 
undoubtedly a very complete measure and 
most creditable to its author; but, at the 
same time, it' is oppn to;tiue8tion iw^iether 
some of its provisions would not have 
proved too cuinborsomo and in some ro- 
sp;!Cts perhaps not altogtither suited to 
the wants and cinuimstaiicos of tho coun- 
try. Looking, therefore, at tho whole 
matter, wo arc disposed to think that tho 
recoiniiioiulationa of tho Select Coininittee 
arc i 1 the right direction, and it seoiua 
not im|)robablo that tho House will con- 
cur therein. Tho subject; is one of more 
importance than most people may iuiagino 
and it is to bo hoped that it will receive 
tho careful attention of the House. 

Letter from Alert Bay on 
the Indians* 

EniTonBRmsn Colonist. — I havo to- 
da.v received a copy of your valuable 
paper dated .Ian. lilii'd, in which I lind a 
letter from the Ki^v. I''atlier Po(iuot con- 
cerning rndian Matters of this district. 
I'lcase allow nio to atato, through tho 
columiisof your pajjor, that I fully endorse 
ovory word" in that letter and am sorry to 
inform you that while the rev. gentle- 
mun wan away at Victoria several thefts 
and other outrages liavo been committed 
bv tho nativivs of this district, and I 
should not l ie surpri^^ed if at any moment 
serious troubles arise that would en- 
dan Ki>r tho lives and i)roperty of tho few 
white settlers of this district. A largo 
numlxu' of Indians ore now collected to- 
gether at thi.s ])laee for the inirpose of 
tVastiim , aiidyivsterday they camo into the 
Trailing i'ost here and triiid in many 
ways to kick up a row with Mr. ^IcCirath 
so as to make an excuse for conimittiug 
another raid on tho goods in store. The 
danger was serious at oue time, and was 
only avoided by partly giving way to 
their exorliitant demands and my presence 
here. Had Mr. McGrath been alone tin- 
store would havo bciui ])lui!dored of its 
entire contents. The ringleaders were 
the sauio one.s that had a row with the 
policeman of Coinox or Nanainio a i hort 
tiins since. Three canoes arrived last 
week loaded with chain-lightning.and tho 
owners boldly ^hv they i>ro not afraid of 
the policcnieu or gun boats; in fact, they 
have been fooled with ko Iowj: now that 
they really believe nothing will bi; done 
to punish them for their misdeeds.

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved tlio aecond 
reading of the lir.st part of this IJill.

Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved that a clause 
be inserted to extend !i\Innicipal limits by 
application of a Municipality to the Gov- 
ernor in Council, who shall by Letters 
Patent empower the Council to .so ext(!nd 
their limits; that I'or police purjiosr's tliey 
may extend these limits without such Let- 
ters Patent from tho Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor. 

Mr. "Walkem pointed o\it tho advanta- 
ges tho city would diM'ivo fi'om being ahlo 
to tas tlioso who cMijoy all tho advantages 
of good roads without contributing to tho 
revenue. 

Mr. Branston pointed out the ir.justice 
the Attorney-General's amendment would 
produce on the rural population who 
would be incorporated by a neighboring 
Municipality without even saying so much 
as "by your l(!avo." 

Mr." Humphr(!ys thought tho power ad- 
vocated to 1)0 ^ivcHi to a !Munii:ipality 
-would depend for extension on their good 
sense. 

Mr. Robertson quoted from the Muni- 
cipal laws to show tho necessity of grant- 
ing City Councils the power of extending 
absolutely th(<ir jurisdiction one mile be- 
yond the pros(Mit city limits. 

Mr. J!unst«rHaid it would not be fair to 
the outlaying districts to incorporate them 
without their consent. 

Mr. Humphreys thought it would be 
advisable to limit the c-itension of a Mu- 
nicipality according to tho increase of 
pupulation around it. 

Mr. Baruston moved an amendment to 
tho eil'ect that the limits hIiuH not bo ex- 
tended e.xeept on a two-thirds vote of the 
settlers to be incorporated. 

Mr, Eobson contended for the principle 
of the extension of city limits beingefTeci- 
e:l without the consent of the rural popu- 
lation to bo so incorporated except in the 
case of rural municii)alilies. 

Mr. McGreight moved for the adoption 
of the principle that tho extension of 
townships should be without consent for 
city limits and with consent for rural 
Miinieipalities. 

Mr. Bunstor objected to any )irinciplc 
being adopted that did not acknowledge 
anl basi! itself ou the population to be so 
incorporated. 

Mr. Humphreys said that certain well 
•defined powers should be given to civic 
authorities. 

Mr. Robertson said tliat this amondnuMit 
would give the power to men eli^cted from 
one community to deal arbitrarily with 
the interests of another eommuuity.

Baby Farming in Naples- 

From the Diritlu nunia, Dec. 2a. 

Only three doors from tho. little chapel 
of San Sevoro, on tlio Strada Santa Catar- 
ina, in Najilcs, the ovidonecB of a most 
terrible (!i-iiiiL>, or ratlier series of terrible 
crimes, were brought to light on Monday 
last by the .shrewd and daring Gugliehno 
Cerdehan, lieutenant of police. Tho per- 
son charged w ith the perpetration ot these 
crimes is a woman named Uoso Porro, 
upon whoso movements the keen eyes of 
the gendnrmery had boon for many 
months lixed. An advertisement stating 
her name and aildres.s appeared at brief 
intervals in tbo Neapolitan journals, and 
the pLirjiort of this publication was that 
persons wishing to relinq^uish their claim 
upon infants would find a home for them 
by Rose Porro, 50 Strada Santa Catarimi, 
near t ho church of San Severo, Naples. 
The police gi ve special attention to am- 
biguous ad vertisoiiieuts, and eonseijuent- 
ly, Mrs. Porro incurred their suspicion. 
Lieutenant Cruglielmo CorJeban instruct- 
ed two otlicers to give their particular at- 
tention to the movements of Mme. Porro 
and all things occurring in the vicinity of 
her residence. To this somewhat vague 
task two ])ol iceman were asbigncd on tbo 
2d inst., and the losiilt of their vigilance 
uj) to the lot 1 1 was that

had been brought into Mrs. Porro's apart- 
ments, and that rospootable carriages con- 
taining fasliionnbly dressed women occa- 
sionally imllnd up in front of her unpre- 
tentious (|iiiii-leis. I'he iibji'ct of Cordo- 
han's suspicion became more clear, but 
li6 still onlered the ]>olicemen to study 
tho movenioiits of Porro and her visitors. 
On tho 21iit inst., tho polieemeu woro 
again called upon to report, and they 
again announced tliat at intervols infants 
were carried into Mrs. Porro's residence, 
and that they liiid not seen tho childrou 
carried out again in any instance but ono. 
Lieut. Conleliar. then resolved to take 
possession of !i\lrs. Poi ro's luniso on the 
following Monday, the 2.'kl instant. 

Furnished with an order of arrest given 
on tbo ground of grave suspicions being 
entertained against the jirisoner, Cordo- 
l)an, nccompnnif>d by two policemen, en- 
tered .Mrs. i'orro's house in the forenoon, 
and ujioii meeting Sigiiora herself, ho 
politely funiisliod her with the doenineiit 
wbich placed lier iu the power of tho po- 
lice. A. strong, bravo,

she at lirst assumed an air of innocence 
and wonderment, which might liavo dia- 
ariuiHl a lesssojdiisticateil detective. But 
Cordsban \\as unrelenting, and assured 
liar that it was not on his account, but 
through the Prefect's order that she 
should he arrested. In her company was 
a'yonnger, but quite as desperate looking 
■woman. 'Mrs. l'orr(j was placed in a car- 
riagt^ and driven to the I'r«ifect's chara- 
hers on the (..'hiaja, while the two ollicers 
wore left in (diargo of hor house, with an 
order to let no persons jjiiss out or in un- 
til tho Lieutenant returned.

Having searched the iipjier portion of 
the house they pro])osi'd to visit the cel- 
lar and dig up tho tiles of the lower lloL,r, 
aftor having provided for the starving 
little ones. In tho collar they discovered 
five children's corpso.s. and beneath the 
tiles of tli(^ ground llor)r, in the very 
aiuirtmenl wore Mrs. Porro -was arrested, 
three other bodies of dead infants wero 
found. The woman who was in Mrs. Po- 
ro's company at the time of the lattor's 
arrest, screamed violently and grew hys- 
terical as tiie fatal developments wero be- 
ing made. She was arrested and convoy- 
od also to the Prefect i-hiinihi>rs. The 
house was taken possessimi of by the jio- 
lico, who will reinovo tho tilns of each 
floor, dig up tho eidlar and inspect the in- 
terior of the wall to lind out the full or- 
teiit of this griovons roll of infanticides. 
Up to this date IMrs. Porro has made no 
at.-Ltcnient indicative of her guilt. Her 
ijartner, jMargarile Coraldi. is equally oh- 
Htinate. But the police assert that thoy 
have traced out obundant proof x>f the 
■\Tholesome murder from other quartors.

The Virtues of Oatmeal- 

Oatmoal, .says the Kilinljiirgh Medlcd 
Journal , according to Moore's Rttral jTew 
Yorker, is rapidly growing in favor on tho 
other side of the Atlantic. According to a 
contributor to our contemporary , it is made 
into delicious breakfast cakes, cracknoLs 
(very palatable) , cocoanut cracknels (also 
pleasant to tho tasto) ,and pie crusts which 
eat sweet and crisp. But wo are inforniod 
by tho smuonutbority, that iu its raw btate 
when it i.s mixed up witli water it is be- 
coming a favorite dish. Thobcoseof "Auld 
Scotland" is being relished — and wo aro 
glad to note this, because wo believe it to 
be a healthy and niusclo forming com- 
modity — by tho hunters and trappers of 
tho west, who uro substituting oatmeal in 
this form for parched Indian corn. The 
same brawny follows — whose powers of 
endurance are proverbial, whose scorn of 
fatigue is known to all readers of travel 
and natural history — have found out that 
a very acceptable drink is made liy putting 
about two teasjioonsf 111 of oatmeal into a 
tumbler of water. We have often establish- 
ed the eieelleuce of this ourselves. "This 
thoy — tho hunters and trappers — aver to 
be tho best drink thoy can use, as it is at 
once nourishing, unutimulating, and satis- 
fying." This drink, we aro also assured." 
is rapidly coming into uso in large estab- 
lishments whore men work much in the 
beat. It has long been used in tho large 
glass factories and iron foundries of Eu- 
rope, and is coining into uso in our own 
eountiy. It is common to find it in the 
large Government works. In the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard it is a crreat favorite, two 
and a half pounds of oatmeal being put 
into a pail of moderately cool water. It 
iu said to be bettor than any of tho drinks 
made up with vinegar, molasses, &c., 
which our farmers use in the harvest field.
